HIS EMINENCE CARDINAL BONZANO LAYS THE CORNER-STONE OF 


It was a Red Letter Day—indeed, a CarpINAL Rep 
Letter Day for Graymoor when on Monday, July 
19th, His Eminence John Cardinal Bonzano, former as to the 


Apostolic Delegate to the 
United States for ten years 
and Papal Legate to the 
Eucharistic Congress at Chi- 
cago in June, accompanied 
by His Eminence Cardinal 
Hayes and other notable 
personages among the Hier- 
archy and a goodly clerical 
retinue, came to Graymoor 
to visit our Institution and 
lay the Corner-stone of The 
Little Flower Memorial 
building, the accepted ar- 
chitect’s plan for which has 
already appeared in the 
pages of THE Lamp. 

One is tempted to em- 
ploy extravagant language— 
if, indeed, any language 
could be so termed—in 
describing so delightful and 
significant an event. To us 
at Graymoor the whole oc- 
casion seemed altogether 
inspired—the invitation, the 
acceptance by the Apostolic 
Legate, the day and its 
events. 

A Committee of Welcome 
officially designated by the 
Village of Peekskill (the 
largest village in the United 
States) and composed of 
both civic and ecclesiastical 
representatives, greeted the 
Papal Legate’s party on

through them. 
Arriving at Graymoor late 
in the morning the Car- 
dinals and their immediate 
cortege reached the Con- 
vent of the Sisters of the 
Atonement at the base of the 
Mount of the Atonement on 
the State highway where 
the Rev. Mother, the Sisters, 
Novices and Postulants were 
kneeling upon the Convent 
lawn to receive the Papal 
Legate on his arrival. This 
visit to our Sisters will 
doubtless consume a whole 
chapter in “The History and 
Home Coming of the Society 
of the Atonement” in its next 
enlarged edition. Stopping 
for a few moments the Papal 
Legate and Cardinal Hayes 
greeted and blessed the Rev. 
Mother and those gathered 
about her. 

Then the Legate’s party, 
preceded by the State 
Guard of Honor, continued 
in cars to the very summit 
of the Mount of the Atone- 
ment where the Very Rev. 
Father Superior, the Friars 
of the Atonement, the 
Novices and many of the 
students, together with other 
associates of the Com- 
munity, were assembled in 
front of the outdoor shrine 
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of Our Lady to receive the Papal Legate, and these 
all had the blessed opportunity to kiss the hand of the 
immediate representative of the Apostolic See. 

The Very Rev. Father-Minister then proceeded to 
call the Papal Legate’s attention to the points of inter- 
est on the top of the Mount—first of all Our Lady’s 
Shrine. Then he led the Holy Father’s Legate to the 
cement base of the first Cross set up on the Mount, 
upon which Cardinal Bonzano stood as he took in the 
extensive view of the Hudson there obtained. To 
them both it seemed, with the intervening valley, 
like the Umbrian Valley in miniature. The Chapel 
of the Holy Ghost in the water-tower was next visited 
for a moment, and then the Friary Church of Saint 
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reminded him of the reception accorded by New York 
City on his arrival in America. At the entrance to 
Peekskill a long line of Parochial School children and 
the members of civic and religious societies awaited 
those who came in the name of the Lord and His 
Vicar, while the K. of C. color-guard and the 102d. 
Field Artillery band of Peekskill led the procession 
through the city (for the village is a city in all but 
the name) to the Soldiers’ Monument on the other side 
of town when a few moments’ pause was taken for a 
word of greeting and blessing to those who stormed 
the Legate’s and Cardinal Hayes’ car, which then 
proceeded to Graymoor as heretofore narrated.

As lunch and music pro- 
ceeded a constant stream of 
people wended their way up

event of the corner-stone laying scheduled for 
3 o’clock. At every commanding point and turn of 
approach they came upon a member of the State 
guard or a motorcycle policeman. Mr. Apgar, Pres- 
ident of the Village of Peekskill and Chief of Police 
Burke both honored the occasion with their presence.

First came the Fourth 
Degree Color Guard Knights 
of Columbus, then officers 
and members of the United 
States Military Academy of 
West Point and the Loyal 
Legion, Soldiers of the Na- 
tional Guard from Camp 
Smith and civic and relig- 
ious societies followed by 
the clergy, Monsignori, the 
Bishop of Innsbruck and 
Cardinals habited according 
to their rank. As the pro- 
cession, amid banners, 
wound its way upward 
among the trees and flowers 
in a veritable rainbow arch 
over the apex of the Mount, 
it presented a spectacle for 
both Heaven and Earth, 
since the twain seemed one on this occasion, and any 
artist might have longed to exercise the prerogative 
of Joshua that all things might stand still till his brush 
had carried the picture to canvas. 

After the Cardinal Legate had been escorted to his 
throne, greetings to the Cardinal on behalf of the 
citizenry of the Highlands of the Hudson were ex- 
tended by General Stewart, Superintendent of the 
U. S. Military Academy at West Point. 

In a few well chosen sentences, couched in the 
choicest of English, the Cardinal Legate responded to 
the above greeting and then vested in pontificals for the 
laying of the cornerstone of the Little Flower Memo- 
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rial building. With the liturgical versicles and 
responses, the prayer and two-fold benedictions with 
the asperges this was done and His Eminence returned 
to his throne. 

At this point the Rt. Rev. Monsignor Richard Barry- 
Doyle, far famed Chaplain on a hundred battle fronts 
in the late World War and founder of the Catholic 
Near East Welfare Association gave the spiritual ad- 
dress, which will be found on the Greek Page of this 
issue upon “The Little Flower Memorial.” The Mon- 
signor’s well rounded sentences were greeted with 
repeated applause notwithstanding their sermon-like 
character, as he made one point after another which 
carried to the innermost sensibilities of his hearers 
and elicited heartfelt response. 

In his inimitable manner Cardinal Hayes then made 
an impromptu speech in which he seemed to sum- 
marize the outstanding personnel, character and color 
of the occasion with spiritual fervor and significant 
tribute. Perhaps nothing in his speech was more 
interesting to those closely associated with Graymoor 
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Catholics in attendance, did so again, then he remarked 
that “the Catholic faithful will understand that the 
Papal Benediction carries a Plenary Indulgence to 
those who are in a state of grace.” Somehow, the 
throngs, though standing so closely together, managed 
to get upon their knees for the Papal Benediction 
which concluded the program. 

What a benediction, too, was this on all the suffer- 
ing, faith, patience, unselfish labor and devotion of 
our Father-Founder. It seems a fitting crown to all 
that has gone before—and a sceptre to sway and 
direct the expansion and fruitfulness of the Society 
of the Atonement for ages to come. 

It is interesting, in this connection, to recall the fact 
that when the title-deed which passed the Mount of 
the Atonement from private ownership into the 
custody of the Friars of the Atonement was executed 
in 1900, Father Paul wrote with his own hand on the 
document that whenever the day arrived that the 
Society of the Atonement was corporately united to 
the Holy See, the Mount of the Atonement would

Chrysostom has been sung in Old Slavonic at the 
Jesuit Church in Farm Street, London. The cele- 
brant was Father Bourgeois, S.J., of the Oriental Rite, 
who has founded several Russian Catholic parishes 
in Poland.

“Few chapters in the 
surgical text books of the future can be written without 
reference to the pioneer work of Dr. Murphy,” said Dr. 
Martin. “He was among the first to develop suture of the 
blood vessels, surgery of the brain and spinal cord, and 
surgery of the intestines, including the invention of the 
Murphy button, one of his greatest achievements, and 
surgery of the bones and joints.” 


Sixty years a member and fifty years choirmaster of the 
same choir is the record of James G. Adair, who has received 
a testimonial from the congregation of St. Patrick’s Church, 
Edinburgh, which he has attended for nearly seventy years. 
After presenting the parochial gift to Mr. Adair, Msgr. 
Morris, V.G., handed him an American gold chain, sent by a 
friend in New York.

Pius XIth, the Pope who established the Feast of 
Christ the King and who raised the Little Flower to 
the altars of the 
Church.” 

Our blessed 
Atonement Moth- 
er, uniting with 
Herself our Ser- 
aphic Father, St. 
Francis, the Little 
Flower of Jesus 
and our great Eld- 
er Brother, St. An- 
thony, we do not 
doubt, assumed 
control of the 
weather and dis- 
patched Her angels 
to manage and di- 
rect all things to 
work together most 
happily for the per- 
fection of this im- 
portant event in the 
history of the So- 
ciety of the Atone- 
ment. Moreover, 
the Holy Spirit, 
Himself, like a 
dove with out- 
spread wings must have hovered over our Holy 
Mountain shedding the rays of Divine Love and glad- 
ness into the hearts of all present, both Catholic 
and non-Catholic, Jew as well as Gentile, gathered 
around the beautiful stone on which was carved the 
Cross, “S. A..” and the Latin word “Pax,” the insignia 
of our Holy Institute, and in clear cut Roman letters 
the words—“Little Flower Memorial.” 

We expected only the Papal Legate and thought 
he would be accompanied by Bishop Dunn, the Vicar- 
General of the Diocese, but instead our own beloved

Cardinal, the Archbishop of New York, accompanied 
the Papal Legate, so that the occasion was graced b: 
the presence, not of one Cardinal but of two, and such 
prominent Princes of the Church at that! 

Peekskill, four miles south of Graymoor, outdid 
itself in giving a royal welcome to the distinguished 
Prelates as they passed through the village, for be 
it known that, although Peekskill is entitled to call 
itself a city, it prefers to hold on to the extraorinary 
distinction of being “the largest village in the world.” 
The Fourth Degree Knights of Columbus, three Ital- 
ian societies and a splendid band of sixty pieces, to- 
gether with the Mayor and other village officials 
met the Cardinals 
on the outskirts of 
Peekskill and con- 
ducted them in tri- 
umph through the 
streets which were 
lined with  thou- 
sands of people. 

t was half past 
one when the Pa- 
pal Legate and 
Cardinal Hayes 
reached the sum- 
mit of the Mount 
of the Atonement, 
where the Friars 
and their guests 
awaited their ar- 
rival, also the 
Catholics of Gray- 
moor Village who, 
as a special favor, 
were permitted to 
assemble on the 
mountain to p to 

Cardinal Hayes, kiss the rings of 
Chidwick the two Cardinals. 

Dinner was served 
immediately to our guests in the Friars’ refectory. 
At three o’clock there was a parade of Fourth Degree 
Color Guard Knights of Columbus, Loyal Legion from 
West Point, soldiers of the National Guard, Camp 
Smith, and Italian societies from Peekskill. Follow- 
ing this was the procession of the Secular Clergy, the 
Religious, Monsignori, Rt. Rev. S. Woutz, Bishop of 
Innesbruch, Tyrol; their Eminences Cardinal Hayes 
of New York and Cardinal Bonanzo, Papal Legate, 
who passed from St. John’s College to St. Francis’ 
Church, there to do homage to our Blessed Lord in 
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the tabernacle, and then proceeded to the place where 
all was prepared for the laying of the corner stone. 

General Stewart, Superintendent of the United States 
Military Academy at West Point, which is directly 
across the river from Graymoor, delivered the address 
of welcome to the Papal Legate in the name of the 
citizenry of the H'ghlands of the Hudson. It was a 
very excellent address and was responded to in choice 
words, most gracefully delivered, by Cardinal Bonzano, 
who expressed his happiness in being present on the 
Mount of the Atonement among the world-famed High- 
lands and paid a fine tribute to the gallant soldiers of 
America and the officers of the regular army trained 
at West Poirt. 

The religious act of laying the corner stone was very 
beautiful and impressive. The tall fzure of the Papal 
Legate, with his handsome and tr:u!y spir‘tual face, 


made yet more majestic by the beaut!‘ul mitre which 
he wore and the gor~eous cose, the cres*’on of Gray- 
moor’s Taberrac'e Gu'!d, flanked on either side by 


Monsignor Michael J. Lavelle, Rector of £:. Patrick’s 
Cathedral, New York City, ard Monsignor Joseph F. 
Sheahan, Rector of St. Peter’s Church, Poughkeepsie, 
in their purple robes, with acolytes standing by, while 
under the direction of Mr. John Stanton, Architect, our 
three Graymoor masons, arrayed in special white suits 
for the occasion, made the more ornate by brass but- 
tons, prepared the mortar and lowered the stone into 
the position where, we trust, it will stand until the 
general destruction of the world at the blast of 
Gabriel’s trumpet. This stone will be peculiarly 
sacred because in it reposes a portion of the mortal 
remains of the Little Flower herself. 

After the laying of the corner stone, the religious 
address of the occasion was made, as stated above, 
by Monsignor Barry-Doyle. The text of his address 
will be found on another page in this issue of The 
Lamp. 

At the same time, climaxing and concluding the 
exercises of the corner stone laying, came the speech 
of Cardinal Hayes. We question whether he has an 
equal, either among prelates or priests, as a master of 
popular address. His Eminence always says the right 
thing on public occasions in the hapriecst fashion, to 
the enthusiastic delight of his auditors, who repeatedly 
burst into applause. The Editor of The Lamp has 
heard him speak on a number of such occasions, but 
never more happily than on this eventful day. 

It was with difficulty that a way could be made 
through the dense crowd for the Cardinals, followed 
by the religious and clergy, to return to St. John’s Col- 
lege. A few minutes later the veteran chauffeur of 
Cardinal Hayes and his predecessor, Cardinal Farley, 
was guiding the two Princes of the Church in the 
Archepiscopal car down the mountain, escorted by 
state troopers on motorcycles. A short stop was 
made by the Papal Legate and the Cardinal Arch- 
bishop of New York at the convent of the Sisters of 
the Atonement. They visited the Chapel of Our Lady 


of the Angels, where the corporate reception of the 
Society into the Fold of Peter took place seventeen 
years ago—also St. John’s Church, the abandoned 
wayside chapel of the last century, which was instru- 
mental in bringing the Friars and Sisters of the 
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West End of St. Peter’s at C ization of Bl 





Atonement to Graymoor and which now has been 
transformed into a very beautiful church without de- 
stroying any part of the original building. 

The decorations on the mountain, as well as those 
at the convent, were admired by many, but most of all, 
the visitors were full of admiration and enthusiastic 
praise for the marvelous natural beauty of the Mount 
of the Atonement and the Graymoor Valley, in the 
midst of which nestle the convent buildings of our 
Sisters. Much pleasure was given to the multitude of 
people on the mountain by the presence of the famous 
Seventh Regiment Band, under the conduct of its 
veteran master, Mr. Sutherland. We owed the 
presence of the band on the mountain to Colonel 
Hayes, who commands the Seventh Regiment, or as it 
is now known, the One Hundred and Seventh of the 
State National Guard, which happened at this time to 
be at the military training-camp near Peekskill, where 
the Friars look after the spiritual welfare of the 
Catholic soldiers every summer. Colonel Hayes was 
called to the city and was represented at the banquet 
and the exercises by two of his highest officers, 
Brigadier General Jennings and General Haskel, 
superintendent of Camp Smith; both accepted invita- 
tions to lunch with the Papal Legate but were called 
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away on duty, the former sending Lieut. Col. Cadotte 
to represent him. Colonel Robinson, of the 108th 
National Guards, New York, also honored the 
occasion with his presence, accompanied by the 
chaplain of his regiment.

GRAYMOOR BURSES

Gladly would I

alone myself, and go

sionary. In the most of those places, I have neither 
a chapel nor a catechist, not even a dwelling as poor 
as an Igorot hut. In some of the farthest villages I 
had erected a temporary chapel paid with the 
remuneration I got as a former soldier of the World 
War. A terrible storm destroyed to the ground two 
of my temporary chapels, and consequently in those 
places I um homeless, as I have not the means to re- 
place them. 

Dear Readers of The Lamp, for the love of Jesus 
I ask you to give me a lift that I can at least get one 
catechist to help me teach the poor pagans trusted to 
my care. Fifteen dollars a month will allow me to 
pay this most needed auxiliary, and the amount of

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CONDENSED MISSIONARY APPEALS

A Shower of Roses From “The Little Flower” 
Falls Upon Graymoor

The Little Flower, the Father-Founder of the Society 
of the Atonement and Graymoor as a whole were 
simultaneously honored on Monday, July 19th, when 
the Papal Legate to the Eucharistic Congress, His Em- 
inence Cardinal Bonzano, after his return to the East 
Coast, visited Graymoor for the primary purpose of 
laying the corner-stone of “The Little Flower Memo- 
rial” on the Mount of the Atonement. Some descrip- 
tion of the event, with more or less detail, will be 
found elsewhere in this issue of THE Lamp; thus, we 
need consider here only the more inner significance 
of this new and notable chapter in Graymoor’s history, 
especially as it touches the benefactions and benedic- 
tions of The Little Flower herself and those who have 
thus done her honor. 

THE LITTLE FLOWER HONORED 

We have said that this occasion honored the Little 
Flower, and it seems no vain assumption to suppose 
that this youngest canonized Saint of Holy Church 
stooped from the realm of blessedness in interested 
appreciation of the visit and presence of the personal 
representative of the Supreme Pontiff who canonized 
her, for the purpose of inaugurating the erection of a 
memorial building at Graymoor in her honor and under 
her auspices and protection. 

“The communion of saints” at Graymoor is not 
simply a pleasant aphorism expressive of a pretty 
sentiment, but is, in fact, a utilitarian implement 
practically utilized for beneficent and productive ef- 
fects. The words of our divine Lord to His Saints— 
“and greater things than these shall ye do, because I 
go to My Father’ find here their daily exemplification 
and verification. The Shrine of The Little Flower at 
Graymoor is a potential reality rather than a devout 
notion. For years we have invoked her at her Atone- 
ment shrines in Graymoor and Washington. We 
honor her, we love her; more than that, as, in a very 
true sense, dependents, we hold her to her promises 
and compel blessings through her intercession upon 
ourselves and others. The highly esteemed Bishop of 
Alaska has oft testified to the beneficence of Saint 
Teresa of the Child Jesus, with the Cross of the 
Atonement held across her virginal breast, upon his 
aboriginal outpost. Her innumerable clients daily at- 
test the potency of her intercession. And in blessing 
others through Graymoor The Little Flower has not 
simply employed the Society of the Atonement as an 
instrument and a medium, but has made it one of the 
choice objects of her celestial benefactions. Besides 


the blessings, spiritual and temporal, which her 
heavenly interposition has brought to and showered 
upon us severally and en masse, times without num- 
ber, we have no doubt that she had much to do with 
the visit of the Papal Legate to Graymoor to lay the 
corner-stone of her memorial building. 

But, great as this honor is, both to her and Gray-

moor in its ecclesiastical cohesion between the Church 
militant and triumphant and in that social spirituality 
which binds both together in Christ Jesus, the more 
material impedimenta are not overlooked by her but 
are converted to profitable ends.

And even these more 
material showers of roses which The Little Flower 
pours down upon us, bring with them the perfume of 
her own sweetness and the personal and meritorious 
sacrifices of the faithful who seek at once to honor 
her and become fruitful in good works, while the rich 
bouquets of devotions which in turn ascend from 
Graymoor in behalf of every good work at home and 
abroad go on continuously as the fruit of the heavenly 
outpouring. 


OUR FATHER FOUNDER IS HONORED 


There are times when, no doubt through the manip- 
ulation of the saints themselves, the skillfully wielded 
weapon of our Father-Editor must needs fall into 
other hands for the moment, but when we feint with 
it, preparatory to the onslaught, we find that this pen, 
“mightier than the sword” is, in fact, the sword of 
the Spirit, impelled by faith, sustained by hope and 
bedewed with charity. 


Even our Superior, ‘when it is too late to intervene, 
must condone a presumption which both natural and 
supernatural forces impel us to exercise under the 
impulsion of so stirring an occasion.

Our gracious ber 2factors, whose solid sentiments 
we can but imperfectly express, know full well the 
inextinguishable FAITH which has dominated one who, 
like Abraham, took the heroic road of divine guidance 
from his native household to the City of God whose 
tower is set upon the Seven Hills; who inaugurated 
the Church Unity Octave and finally saw its observ- 
ance extended by Papal Brief to the Universal Church;

He 
does not have to tell us this, for we have seen it with 
our eyes—and if this vision is more than terrestrial, 
yet by repetition and habit does even the super- 
natural become ordinary, natural and established.

But space fails us to tell how often and in how

On Monday, October 4th, there will be a Pontifical 
High Mass at the Cathedral with a panegyric on St. 
Francis at 9 A. M., and on Tuesday meetings will be 
held at 2 o'clock for the Tertiary Brothers in the 
Hotel Martinque and for the Tertiary Sisters in St. 
John’s Auditorium on West 30th Street. The closing 
business meeting of the delegates will take place also 
at 2 in the Convention Halk At 9 on Wednesday a 
Pontifical Mass for all deceased Tertiaries will be 
celebrated.

This movement aims to renew the close relation 
which existed between the liturgy of the Church and the 
daily life of Christian people during the earlier- age of 
Christianity.
